Thraopenlng of the Cotton States and 
International exposition at Atlanta, 
Ua., September 18, marke'd a new 
epoch in the relations between the 
north and south. The ceremonies .fol-i 
lowed so closely upon the opening of 
theChickamauga-Chattanooga national 
park and the great Grand Army en- 
campment at Louisville that they may 
be said to have cemented the bond of 
brotherhood entered into by the boy» 
in blue and the boys in gray at their 
profitable and entertaining reunions. 
The month of September, 1895, will, 
live in American history forever, be- 
cause it witnessed the end of sectional- 
ism and the beginning of the end of 
thr,r»p,e question in the south. 

JuWge Emory Speers, of the United 
States court at Macon, Oa., delivered a 
dedicatory speech at Atlanta which 
was as full of national sentiment as 
was Henry Watterson's magnificent 
prose poem, which is still the talk of 
both sections of the country. And 
IVof. Booker T. Washington, most 
famous of negro educators, astounded 
his thousands of hearers by pointing 
out the progress made by his race In 
every line of legitimate industry The 
professor proved his statements by 
figures, and convinced his audience j 
that harmonious cooperation would 
benefit the blacks not a wiht more than 
the whites. I 

The wheels of the exposition were 
set in motion by President Cleveland, 
who touched a gold-rimmed button at- 
tached toa,wire connecting his Buz- 
zard's Bay retreat with the motor in 
machinery hall at Atlanta. This act 1 
of the nation's chief magistrate closed 
the elaborate opening programme, and 
the people of the south, assisted by a 
large delegation from the north, took 
possession of the exposition grounds 
whose beauty has been commented upon 
time and again in these columns. [ , 

The Cotton States fair, although not 
yet complete, will be the greatest ex- 
position ever held in the United States, 
excepting only the Chicago fair. In 
'some respects the Centennial exposition 
at Philadelphia was superior to this

He Invited recognized ex- 
perts in every department of labor, in- 
dustrial, artistic, or otherwise, to serve 
as judges, and has been particularly 
fortunate in securing the consent of 
those invited. Ills system recognize? 
four degrees of excellence la exhibits 
The lowest is that of honorable men- 
tion. The next includes original de- 
sign and superior workmanship, and 
for these qualities a bronze medal will 
be awarded. The third degree includes 
a notable achievement in any art or in- 
dustry, and this will be recognized 
with a Bilver medal. The highest award, 
a gold medal, will be made for exhibits 
which not only display the qualities 
already mentioned, but have a distinct 
relation to the nation's progress, "for 
example, inventions of far-reaching 
significance, public works of wide- 
spread influence, new and noteworthy 
educational establishments, improve- 
ments in the production of staple 
articles, advances In the art of trans- 
portation, and contributions to the en- 
joyment of life, such as parks, mu- 
seums, etc." By this system the awards 
in the various classes of merit will have 
a specific meaning and value and will 
represent honest competition. 

Of Atlanta itself little need be said. 
That the city is possessed of pluck is 
shown by its attempting this enterprise 
so shortly after the World's Columbian 
exposition. The business quarter is 
built compactly. The electric cars run 
to every part of the city. There are 
many beautiful residence streets, and 
taken altogether Atlanta is one of the 
prettiest cities in the south. Georgia, 
Tennessee and Alabama expect that 
the exposition will be a great benefit to 
them, inasmuch as it will acquaint the 
northerner with the rich mineral fields 
and the fertile agricultural districts 
awaiting settlement.

from the readers to beginners. Many 

of the words in the spelling book are 
rarely used. Combine written and 
oral spelling all through. In oral 
spelling the pupil gets drill in articu- 
lation and pronunciation- In written 
spelling we practice it as in after life. 
An exercise In penmanship if prop- 
erly conducted. 

After intermission Prof. Armer tool 
up the subject of reading. This im 
portant branch much neglected. 
Good oral reading is conveying to the 
listener the ideas of the writer. Ob- 
ject of silent reading to gather 
thought. In order to read well it is 
necessary to thoroughly study the 
lesson. I, myself, have read a pass 
sage a dozen times to get a correct 
expression. How necessary then for 
the pupil to make an exhaustive 
study of the selection. Make haste 
slowly in tbis matter, cultivate an 
easy natural position in the class. 
The body must be easy or the mind 
can not bo free. 

Prof. McCartney: We find pupils 
in first, second and third readers 
reading beautifully, afterwards they 
seem to retrograde, rending in a dull, 
lifeless manner. Why is this? How 
shall we secure expressive reading in 
advanced work? 
Prof. Bartholomew: In answer to 
e first question would say failure 
on part of the teacher to do his work 
properly. The remedy naturally 
suggests itself. 

Prof. Coyner: fs the word the 
unit of thought. 

Prof. Bartholomew: No, it is evi- 
dently the sentence 

Prof. Lindsay; In obedience to a 
false public sentiment we have to go 
over the ground too rapidly. This 
of necessity makes bad readers. 

Prof. Hopson: The failure to read 
well in advanced classes due to 
faulty training in the primary work. 

Prof. McCartney found his boys in 
advanced reading cultivated a habit 
of stoicism. This might be overcome 
if the teacher were enthusiastic. 

EVENING SESSION.

Our 
example should be in harmony with 
the loftiest, ideas. The teacher 
diould be qualified to discuss the liv 
ng issues of the day. Attendance on 
;he different associations will do 
much to elevate his professional 
itanding.

To secure attentiou the teacher must 
1 in presenting a subject, 
and must be filled with enthusiasm. 
Incompetency on the part of the in 
structor fruitful of disorder. The 
teacher himself often provokes disor 
der by his own disorder— loud talk 
ing, making threats, frequent bell 
ringing, etc. Do not notice every 
thing in the school.' Uou't require 
impossibilities of the child. 
Prof. Bartholomew: A discipline 
hool is one in which one pupil does 
at interfere with the rights, of an- 
other. Where each is free to do his 
work.

Special Salt Lake City (Utah) Letter. 

The great Mormon conference meets 
in semi-annual session on October 0, at 
Bait Lake City— the modern Zion, where 
the Millennium will begin, according to 
fthe teachings of the Latter Day Saint*. 
Formerly the conference met only an- 
nually, on April 6, that being the anni- 
versary of the founding of the church 
by Joseph Smith, the so-called prophet. 

At each conference the faithful come 
to Zion from the remotest quarters of 
the territory, on horseback, by buggies, 
iwajrons, carts, old-fashioned and im- 
provised vehicles, camping out, and do-

It is easy to understand what lasting 
effect this strange ceremonial has upon 
the untutored and superstitious mind. 
The priesthood teach that as our first 
parents were married in this manner, 
it is the only binding ceremonial; that 
they, only, are empowered to perform 
marriages, and that only those who 
are married lu the faith can be saved 
in the life everlasting. This is why 
women sink their jealousy and woman- 
hood and become Blaves in body and in 
mind. And this sacrilegious doctrine 
is preached at every conference.

From Peach Springs comes the 
story of the finding of a nugget, or 
bowlder, rather, of pure silver, such, 
says the San Francisco Examiner, 
as there has been no record of in the 
history of mining in the west. The 
bowlder weighed about half a ton, 
and its value is anywhere from eight 
to ten thousand dollars. It was 
found by William Tucker and John 
Doyle, both old prospectors, and 
they have kept the facts to them 
selves heretofore because of the 
chance that there was more silver 
where this lump came from, and 
they desired to get the best location 
for themselves before letting the 
rest of the world into the secret. 

The find was made on the 15th of 
June. The men had been prospect- 
ing In the Death valley mining 
region and had started across the 
country to the Grand canyon of the 
Colorado to get Into a little pleas- 
anter region for their summer work. 

They were camped on the Beach 
emigrant road, just where the cutoff 
comes down over the low rolli** hill: 
.to the railroad track, about four 
miles from Peach Springs, and the 
nugget was lying within three hun- 
dred feet of the railroad track and 
not more than one hundred feet from 
the main wagon road. It projected 
from the hillside in plain view of the 
road, and stood in such a position that 
more than one man had probably sat 
upon it to gaze up and down the 
railroad track. Being exactly simi- 
lar In appearance to hundreds of 
other loose rocks in that region, it 
had escaped particular notice until 
Mr. Tucker came along and rested 
his hand upon It. 

Both Doyle and Tucker are old 
miners, and Tucker especially was 
struck with the peculiar "feel" of 
this bowlder. He Is familiar with 
the form of silver known as "black 
metal," found in the dolomite lime- 
stone In the Mescal mine In Califor- 
nia, and almost intuitively It 
struck him that here was a piece of 

e same black metal. 

He had gone to bring his horses 
Into camp when the rock attracted 
his attention, and, trying to break 
off a fragment, be discovered that 
the rock was solid metal. He tried 
to lift It, but could not, and then be 
went and brought Doyle out to help 
him. A little digging disclosed a 
bowlder in the shape of an oblong 
oval, something like the back of a 
turtle, about two and a half feat long, 
of the same width and one foot thick. 
The top was smooth and lustrous, 
and the under surface was coated 
with scales of black metal. 

Mr. Tucker says the nugget has all 
the appearance of having been 
thrown up from a great vein and 
smelted by the flow of lava which 
abounds in that region, cooling in 
the form In which it was found; and 
this theory is borne out by the find 
of at least a dozen similar pieces, 
though smaller, in the same vicinity. 
These pieces of pure silver weighed 
from five to fifty pounds each. 

Tucker ana* Doyle have located a 
mining claim where the bowlder was 
found and intend to sink a shaft and 
drift in search of the main vein. 

Mr. Tucker said that in 1883 a 
piece of smelted silver weighing four 
pounds was found by YvT.'.iain Hook- 
er two miles west of Peach Springs, 
but attracted no attention, the sup- 
position being that it had been stolen 
from a Mexican smelter and subse- 
quently lost by the thief.
